Double guards seem to be necessary 1° 
protect I iv*** aud property iii the United 
States. 
Never before was such precau­ 
tion taken to protist the president. He 
never stirs abroad without a number of 
secret service men In his automobile 
and another machine following him 
with secret service men. On either side 
of th© automobile containing the presi­ 
dent is a soldier on a motorcycle. 
Around the White House «**iual pre­ 
cautions are taken. All day long motor­ 
cycle policemen are stationed, so that 
at all times they eau command a view 
of every approach to the White Ilouae, 
as well aa the iron fences which sur­ 
round the grounds. 
At night, soldiers 
picket the White House grounds so as 
to prevent any one from entering. 


T h r e a t s From C r a n k s . 
Whenever there are unusual condi­ 
tions in the country tlx* wheels begin 
to revolve in the heads of the many 
ira ilks, and they begin writing to the 
president. 
The more violent make dire 
threats, which cause the authorities to 
double their vigilance. 
Then there are 
mild mind***! men who associate with 
the fanatical fellows, and they write 
warning letters.
